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Rate Increases ys. Rising Gos 


To My Fettow Rarroapers: 


When the railroads were granted an increase in freight rates in April, 
there arose in the minds of some people outside the railroad industry the 
question: “What effect will this bave on the cost of tiving?” 


Because this question is one you may be called upon to answer by some 
of your friends, J think you will be interested in the following facts, recently 
released by the Association of American Railroads: 


The increase in April of about 6.8 per cent above the rates then in effect, 
the AAR points out, was the fourth since the end of World War 1). Before 
the first of these four increases was granted in 1946, prices had gone up 
about 45 per cent above pre-war levels. And since 1946, the level of prices 
generally—including the prices railroads must pay for the things they must 
buy—have consistently moved abead of, and kept above, the increases in 
railroad freight rates. 


So railroad freight rates today-—even after the latest increase— 
are a smaller proportion of the cost of most things people buy 
than they were before the war. 


Actually, the AAR explains, railroad freight charges are such a small 
part, on the average, of the cost of producing and distributing most goods, 
that changes in freight rates, either up or down, are not enough to have 
material effect on costs and retail prices. 


For example, since 1949 the rate level bas increased about 13.8 per cent, 
Uf the freight rate increases authorized since 1949 were reflected in full in 
the prices you pay for goods, the total increase in prices would be something 
less than one-half of one cent out of each dollar speni-—and that includes 
the increases in rates on raw materials and everything else that goes into 
the finished products, as well as the rates on the products themselves. 


The significant thing about the increase in freight rates recently granted 
is that railroad revenues will be brought more nearly in line with increases 
in the cost of producing transportation—so that railroads will be better able 
to serve the public and to meet the requirements of agriculture, commerce 
and industry, and the demands of national defense.

Round Table Speeds Handling Of 
Waybills At Taylor Yard Office 


NIGHTS of the Round Table might 

be a good title for Taylor Yard 
Office clerks these days. Instead of using 
the familiar pigeon-hole cabinets to rack 
waybills, they are now sitting around a 
circular table with a revolving center. 
By turning the center of the table the 
clerks can bring the racks resting on it 
within arm’s reach. This allows all the 
inbound clerks, outbound clerks, and di- 
version clerks to sit shoulder to shoulder, 
speeding up their work, Formerly they 
each had a desk and were widely sep- 
arated from one another. 

A revolving drum forms the center of 
the new table. On it. are eight sorter 
racks which contain the waybills organ- 
ized. by directions. To work an: east- 
bound manifest train, for example, it is. 
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only necessary for the outbound clerk to 
revolve the drum until the eastbound 
manifest sorter comes around to him. 
‘Then he lifts it off the drum and places 
it on the table in iront of him. Then he 
proceeds to work with the proper way- 
bills. 


It is felt that the new system will 
save many steps by placing all those who 
work with waybills at a single table 
where they can do their jobs with a min- 
imum of lost motion. 

Taylor Yard Office folks are pleased 
with the new set-up, and they are equally 
pleased with the looks of the building 
itself. It has been givén a new coat of 
‘paint and ‘a private office has heen built 
for the chief yard clerk.

Care should be taken to keep 
fire in any form away from office ma- 
chines. 


Care should also be exercised when 
cleaning machines. Inflammabfe fluid 
should not be used, and electric ma- 
chines should be disconnected when be- 
ing cleaned, When carbon tetrachloride 
is used as a cleaning agent the work 
should be performed in a well venti- 
lated room, since the fumes are toxic 
if breathed for any icngth of time in 
concentrated form.

Tomatoes a la Beebe 


1 No. 2 can tomatoes (242 cups) 

3 slices bread, cut in cubes 

1 tablespoon sugar 

1 tablespoon butter 

Salt and pepper 

44 cup grated cheese (sharp Cheddar) 

Heat tomatoes in saucepan on top of 
stove, add bread, sugar, butter, salt, 
pepper, and % cup of the cheese. Cook 
over moderate heat until cheese has 
melted, Then pour into a baking dish, 
cover the top with the rest of the cheese 
and dot with more butter. Bake in pre- 
heated oven (350°) until cheese has 
melted and started to brown. 

(Note: When we tried out this recipe, 
we served the tomatoes on toast. With it 
went slices of cold baked ham and a 
green salad. Made a wonderful little 
dinner.) 


Mrs. B’s P. B. Cookies 


At another writing, Beebe sent in his 
wife’s recipe for Peanut Butter Cookies. 
They're good, too, as you can imagine 
when you read the ingredients: 

¥ cup shortening 

44 cup peanut butter 
4 cup brown sugar 
2 cup white sugar 

42 teaspoon vanilla 

1 egg 

1% cups sifted flour 

I teaspoon soda 

2 teaspoon salt 

Cream together the shortening, pea- 
nut butter, sugars and vanilla. Add 
the egg and beat well. Sift together the 
flour, soda, and salt, Add to above mix- 
ture and beat thoroughly. Form into 
small halls, place on lightly greased 
cookie sheet, and press cookies flat with 
a floured fork. Bake in a moderate oven 
(350°) 10 to 12 minutes. Watch closely, 
as they burn easily. Makes about 5 dozen 
cookies,

“17” seemed to be the answer. She was 
still hale and hearty, so along with a 
specialized tender she was loaded on a 
flat car and brought to Salem, where a 
three-foot track was constructed for her 
accommodation. 

“Maria” took the war effort seriously 
and settled down with a will in her new 
surroundings, carrying a head of 147 
pounds of steam on a 24-hour basis. For 
ten long years she did her job well. 

But time and progress change all 
things; the need for her services is past, 
and Old “17” has reached her final rest- 
ing place on Memory Siding.
